case—n ot an ord in ary, vulgar kin d of 
letter, but letters of passion an d ar­ 
d or, the like of which I have n ever 
read .

Her assaibnt, Bruno Dobreff, aft(‘r 
crushing her .skull,

acid and walked three blocks 
away , 
dying in a cigar store ten minutes 
later. 
His victim died a haR hour 
afterwards, at the City hospital. 
The tragedy occurred yesterday aft­ 
ernoon at 5 o’clock in the Negren 
home, No. 352.3 North Ninth stretR. 
The child, uninjured, in is cliarge 
of nurses at the hospital. 
Dobreff had been a boarder in the 
Negren home. 
Negren was employed 
in a lumber yard at Second and Des- 
trehan streets. 
Dobreff had l <’fn an 
employe of the Mallinckrodt Chemi­ 
cal Works, but had been out of work 
six months. 
Negren decided to move to Fast St. 
Louis and thus get rid of his unem- 
])loyed hoarder. 
Tin» van caim' for 
the furniture and Negrcui 
assisted th(‘ 
negro driver in carrying out the ef­ 
fects. 
Dobroff remained upstairs with 
Negren’s 
wife, 
making sugge.'^tioiis 
about the moving. 
When Negren and tlie negro had 
carried out a large portion of the fur­ 
niture and turred to sro Upstairs again, 
they found tlu' door locked. 
While they went to the rear steps 
to gain entrance, Dobn*ff opcmed the 
front door and ran down the street. 
Negren entered the dining /oorn to 
find his wife, her skull crushtu:, lying 
on the floor with the baby still in her 
arms. 
Beside her were the fragments of a 
lieavp 
])ine 
scantling, 
two inches 
tl'iick, broken in three nieces. 
Dobref had d’unk the contents of 
a two-ounce bottle of carbolic acid 
while standing beside the prostrate 
woman. 
He was found dead by tlie police a 
few minutes lat<*r in a cigar store 
owned l>y August Rotfpke, at Four­ 
teenth and Salisbury streets. 
He had 
(‘lit(» red the store, asked for some p.a- 
P(‘f and evidently intended to write 
something. 
He died at a table Iiefore 
making a mark on the paper. 
Ni^-gren told a friend Sundav night 
he was going to move to East St. 
Louis to get away from the boarder, 
who remained at home while he was 
away at worlc. 
The police theory is that Dobreff 
attempted to kill the woman through 
jealousy.
